Mayor Curley yesMrday, by an order 
to the heads of ci'iy departments', 
wiped out a practice th.M has been in 
vogiie for some time by which prop- 
erty owners whose property was taken 
by the city received the amounts 
awarded and were g:iven an agree- 
ment that If the price was not satis- 
factory they would have the right to 
seek r<!drcss in the courts. 

"Hereafter the owners of real estate 
from whom property has been taken 
for public Improvements will not be 
permitted to make pro tanto settle- 
ments; thrtt Is, receive the amount of 
damages awarded by tlie board of offi- 
cers making the taking and then In- 
stitute court procecdiiu's for tlie re- 
covery of an amount in addition there- 
to," the Mayor said in a statement , 
ho Issued. I 

"If damages awarded are deemed | 
Insuinclcnt by property owners they | 
may have recourse to tlie courts, and 
the law now provides for a speedy Jury 
trial to defcrnine the amount of dam- 
ages to wiiich they are entitled. 

"Owners should not he allowed to 
receive the money awarded by the 
street commissioners .and use It for the 
purpose of carrying on litlgat'on 
against the city. 

"Where an award Is taken pro tanto. 
If a trial is tiien had before . jury. If 
It .should be determined by ttie jury 
that the damages sufferer, were not as 
great as the amount already paid to 
the owner, there is no way of recov- 
ering the excess from the owner. 

"The pin<tii-e heretofure cxljtlng 
encouraged additional litigation. ft« th.i 
owner had notlilng to lose and every-, 
thing to gain nnd the city nothing to, 
gain and e,verythlng to lose." |

"It is apparent from these figures,

One of the 
principal causes of ihi.i is the tre- 
mendous cost of runnincr our schools. 
"What we need in Boston is some 
one with nerve enough to investi- 
I gate the administration of the schools, 
' wrho wrill not bo frightened by the 
cry that you can't investigate the 
schools except by havinj; it done by 
educators. 

" I he only result that can be ob- 
taine<i from an investigation of our 
educational facilities by educators is 
a white-wash, and if any recommen- 
dations are made at all they are 
hound to he that wc spend more 
money for fads, frills and fancies.*'

FOR CURLEY'S PLAN 

Greater Boston Project Is 
Rapped at Club Meeting 

Murphy of Somerville Thinks Board 
of Manicipal Heads Better 

Of the -10 or 50 members from all 
over the Common\vef<lth who yesterday 
attended the ann\ial meeting mid luncli- 
eon of the Miiyors' Ckib of Massachu- 
.sets at the Parker House, only three 
of four of the thiof executives of the 
neiKhborinsr cities had anything to say 
relatives to the Greater Boston bor- 
ough system, advocated by Mayor 
Curley. 

Mayor Curley was not amomj the 
guests and his ab.-icnoe probably ap- 
peared to have something to do with 
the lack of expre.ssion of opinion on the 
greater city project. 

Mp.yor John J. VVhalen of Chelsea, 
in referring to the metropolis idea, said 
he preferred to withhold his vlnvs 
until such time as he heard a public ex- 
pression from Mr Curley himself, or 
until he at least knew something dati- 
nite about the proposal. Mayor Whalen 
said that perhaps Mayor Curl y has 
something in the back of his head, but 
until h^e knew from an authoritative 
source just what the plan wa.s, des'r»d 
to reserve his opinion. 

Mayor Patrick J. Duane of Walthani 
said that he was prepared to have his 
city become a part of the Boston plan 
for agreatercity. Hi.s opening made tha 
Mayors about him sit up .and take no- 
tice, hut they soon foimd that the ■ al- 
tham chief executive was speaking In a 
facetious mood, for he added that if 
Waltham is annexed to Boston Wal- 
thani will govern Boston. His remarks 
were greeted with loud applause, and 
he got even louder response when he 
.said that peihap.s Mayor VVlialen ;s 
right Mayor Cuiloy may have .some- 
thing in the 1)ack of hi.s head, but from 
what he knew of Curley, it was usual- 
ly on the tip of his tongue. 

Murphy Treats Idea Seriouslij 

Mayor John J. Murphy of .Somer- 
ville, the first Democratic Mayor of 
that city in its 57 year.s as a munici- 
pality, was the only one of the trio 
of Mayors who trc.itcd the metropoli- 
tan id(;a at all seriously. Jlo said lie 
felt th?(t i)retty nearly every Mayor 
around Boston wa.s interesteil in a 
<;reater Boston, but it must ho the 
))r<iper kind of a grca>ter city, he ad- 
ded. 

Mayor Murphy said b-- didn't believe 
that any of the adjoining cities would 
like the idea of merging with a larger 
city that is content to spend Jl.T,')!)- 
000 for a little street widening.

Mayor Murphy, however, expressed

The commission obtains en- 
abling Legislation and then goes 
ahead responsible to no one. 

Mayor Miu'iihy said lie tho<ight that 
the Greater Boston idea could be 
brought about by the organization of 
a (iimmi.'ision or bureau composed of 
the Mayors and <'hairnicn of the Se- 
lectmen of the neighboring cities and 
towns. The proposed board, he said, 
would conti'ol and supervise all ap- 
propriations expended by the Metro- 
politan District Commission for ira- 
provenicnts. 

Favors Separate Cities 

Mayo]- Murpliy said that ircm v.iiat 
he could see Boston was not being 
governed entirely from within, for in 
his opinion Boston was being throt- 
tled by the State, which controls li'c 
Hub's taxes, he said. Mr Miiriihy 
thought the benefits of a greater city 
could he otjtained by his bureau cr 
c.ommi.ssion idea, with the cities co- 
operating and still retaining their 
identity. But for a greater Boston on 
tlie borough plan, .Somfrvillo didn't 
want it, .Mayor Murphy concluded,

tion, last nlRht. Mr. Hourke took over 
the actual work of the .schiKilhoiise 
commissioners. 

What the action of the .school build- 
in(?.s commission will be if It l.s shown 
that the old schoolhousc commissioner.s 
exceeded tlicir appropriation is not 
known at llic present time.

It is understood tliat ,Sui)t. Rourke 
will confer today witli ilie auditor and 
Samuel Silverman, the corporation 
counsel. Because of the interest of 
I lie city in the matter Mayor Curley 
may atiend tlie conference. He knew 
abo'ut the auditine of the books, which 
bewail three weeks ago. 

The deficit, it is said, is in the "gen- 
ieral" account of the schoolhouse com- 
mi.ssion. The .school committee appro- 
l>riations are made in three parcels; , 
lai administration, ibi major educa- I 
t tonal items (comprising big jobs), and 
(c), general repairs and alterations. 
T'his last account takes in the innum- 
erable small rel)air jobs done in sclumls. 

Many orders given by the schoolhouse 
commission weie given orally, it was ex- 
plained, and tiie volume of these was 
greater than the appropriation. An- 
other report was that many small con- 
tracts were given after Nov. (J, when 
voters ratified tlie referendum putting 
the commission out of existence, and 
before the new conuni.ssion and super- 
intendent t(K>k hold. 

Usually, it was learned, the ,s(ho(^l 
(•((inmitlee, on the lecomtnendation of 
the l)oard of apiiortionment, composed 
of the superintendent of ,schools, his 
assislants and tlie liusiness manager, al- 
lows the .schooliiouse commission to ap- 
l)ly the balance of one account to the 
detieit. of another t« avoid this trouble 
each year. 

But, this year the lioard of apjior- 
tionment. afier voting in lavor of this 
move once, rescinded its action and 
llic matter was passen on wiiii an aa- 
verse recommendnlion to the scliool 
committee, which refused to allow th<" 
chanKe. 

Thus the sch(w)lhouse commi.ssion wss 
faced with a deficit or excess appropria- 
tion in one accoiuil. The possibility th.^t 
there may be deficits in ail three ac- 
counts was intimat.e(i. 

Mayor Curley will have a chance to 
enter into the matter. One official said 
last night that the matter wa,s up to 
him entirely as to whether there would 
be court action. 

Another said that the city could re- 
fuse payment, the contractors could sue 
and recover, and this would give the 
city e\ic'eiice for suit for recovery from 
the .schoolhnusc commi.ssioiiers. 

Tlie possibility that the money con- 
tracted for could come under that of 
the "emergency clau.se" was di.'^countcd 
last night, in view of tlie belief that fhfl 
ciaiKse covered only tile "extreme emer- 
gency" named, such .i.'' a fire in a badly 
needed schtxil building, or a major dis- 
aster. 

Francis E. Slattery, chairman of th« 
former schoolhouse commLssion said 
last night that he had received no 
word of the alleged deficit in the ac- 
counts of the commi' ston and that lifl 
had no comment to make regaidinc it. 



BRIDGE OR TUNNEL? 

Upon the an.swer to one all-important ques- 
tion depend the answer,? to all the other ques- 
tions involved in the project for a bridge to 
E'ast Boston, This determinative question has 
to do with the lenslh of the 3o.s(on approaches 
for such a bridge. The Icngtii of the.se depends 
upon the clearance of the bridee above high 
water, and that elevation will be fixed by the 
War Department. If it insists on a I^OO-foot 
clearance, the project will be abandoned, for 
the appi'oHches would make over completely the 
topography of a large part of the Hub, entail- 
ing the alteration of many streets, lU* demoli- 
tion of many buildings, and the erection of a 
huge wall carrying a roadway th.at would terfni- 
natc somcwhei-c far inland, this on the a.s.sump- 
tion of a 5 per cent, grade. Tlie original plans 
for a bridge called for a 13,5-foot clearance. 

The War Department, of course, cannot be 
expected to render a final decision in advance 
of a hearing in any case. But the Dejiartmcnt 
has not maiilested any disposition to recede 
from that requirement in the ca.se even of the 
great bridge projected by private interests in 
New York City for .spanning the Hudson at 
Fifty-.seventh Street. The promoters ask for 
130 feet. The Department insists upon 200. 

In certain lespecls a bridge may be prefer- 
able to a tunnel. The great bridges of the 
linited States are imposing structures, triumphs 
of enstinecring skill, appeaUn.? powerfully to the 
imagination: their beauty of design is being 
more and more emphasized, and their great ad- 
vertising value cannot be denied. If wc should 
find it possible to effect some soi-t of compro- 
mise with th.e War Department it would then 
be necessary to lake up in earnest the solution 
of the prcblcm of costs. That ^oukl depend, 
of course, also on !lie 
pi'oaches. 

We must, bear in mind that the fair com- 
parison would be Ix-tween a four-lane bridge 
and a double-tube tunnel. In all the discu.ssion 
of the tunnel plans, we lia^e been reminded 
again and again that the tunnel ^ylll not be 
what it is designed to be until a second tubs is 
constructed, parallel witli the first.

The adoption of a tunnel rian was due to 
the difficulties of fitting a bridge plan into topo- 
graphical ■conditions and to the favorable reports 
of various experts who visited the Holland tubes 
beneath the Uiidsoii, We now hav? had a series 
of timiiel schemes under consideration. There 
was the original plan for a straight tufce pre- 
pared by the Transit Commi.ssion, Then fol- 
lowed the substitution of what may be called 
ex-Mayor Nichols's approved plan, with the ob- 
jectionable curve in the tube. After the episode 
of thp plan for a ramp system at the wharf 
line, a scheme whose actual parentage seems 
still to be undecided, we come to the amended 
plan accepted by Mayor Nichols, which eliml- 
nate.s,jtlic curve in tvie tube and provides for *a 
srtarp curve at the East Boston exit. There 
the matter stood when the change of adminis- 
tration took place.

City officials, who have been enjoying 
the comfort of expensive aul,omoblles 
luovidcd them by the city in recent 
years, have been apprehensive, ot an 
investigation by Mayor Curley of the 
extent to which the city ha' added to 
the fleet of pleasure cars during the 
last four years. For the past two weeks 
I there have been very few automobiles 
a.ssigned to department heads and their 
subordinates parked about City Hall 
annex, and the feeling nas prevailed 
that as .soon as Mayor Curley found 
time to investigate the automobile prob- 
lem, he would quickly deprive many of- 
ficials ot their chauffeur-driven cars, 

Vesterday he told Richardson how the 
truck repair business will be handled 
and he also informed him that this par- 
ticular leak" reached such a volume 
last year that It could not be satisfac- 
torily explained. 

The expectation is that when the 
mayor receives the figures about expen- 
ditures for truck repairs during the past 
five years he will make some comment 
upon the record. 

It has not caused any surprise that 
the mayor has in.slsted that efficiency 
In the management of departments will 
be demanded from every official. Mayor 
Curley. long ago, acquired the reputa- 
tion of forcing all city employes, 
whether holder.s of titles or ordinal^ 
workers, to give adequate return In the 
form of service for the compensation 
tliey have received. 

His fust declaration, which was 
aimed, according to those familiar 
with conditions which confronted him, 
at one of the worst "rackets" In the 
carrying on of municipal activities, has 
brought building inspectors and other 
varieties of inspectors to the realiza- 
tion that the methods which they have 
been pursuing will not be tolerated any 
longer than it will take the mayoi- to 
remove them from tlie city payroll. 

The inspection "racket" Iras been' 
productive to .some inspectors and other 
city workers in recent years and.it has 
been riipmrefj that refusal of contrac- 
tors, paniters and others employed to 
iicifoim work on city buildings, as well 
as contractors engaged in the erection 
of buildings for private owners, to meet 
' the demands of inspectors has been the 
cause of needless delays in construction 
as well as the holding up of payments 
for work done for the city. 

In spite of the tremendous amount 
of work whi( li he has started and which 
has included almast daily conferences, 
the organization of committees, and 
consideration of tlie major plans of hig 
administration. Mayor Curley has 
stopped, during the two weeks of his 
service, numerous "leakages of public 
funds ' which others have openly char- 
acterized as "grafts" and "rackets.'' 

His first attack was upon Inspectors 
and he followed this action with a per- 
emptory order prohibiting unnecessary 
overtime employment in the various 
.services within the department of pub- 
lic works. The matter of tax abate- 
ment,s has also attracted his attention 
and lie has met an astounding situs 
tion by a decisive order to the as.spssors 
to refu.se abatements upon pending an 
plie'diiiiis *^"

NOMINEE ACHATE 
IN LATE CAMPAIGN 



Mayor Ciirlcy pstabli^liM a prnrrdcnt 
yesterday by naminR- a woman head of 
an imiwrtant municipal department. Kc 
annouiiced the appointment of Mr.s. 
Helen C. Galvin of 7 Stiiithcona road, 
Dorehe.ster, to the post of city rcffis- 
trar, which will be vacant Jan. 31. when 
Edward W. McGlenoii i.s retired. The 
.salary is ,$.5000. 

The mayor's disposition to give recog- 
nition to women in his .selections for ap- 
pointive positions has been disclosed 
twice during the past two wecfc. One 
of hLs first appointments was that oJ 
Mrs. Colin W. McDonald to the board 
of election conimi:-sioner,s and his an- 
nouncement, yesterday, not only sur- 
prised applicants for McGlcncn's po3i- 
tion. but indicated that the mayor be- 
lieves that women were as qualified for 
some important pasitioiLs a.s men, l 

Mrs. Galvin was prominent in the 
ma.voralty campaign. She wa& one of 
the organizers of the Women's Bettor 
Government league which was formed 
to aid the Curley candidacy, and she 
served the organization as its treasurer. 
It was a significant coincidence that 
she had not been mentioned as a candi- 
date for registrar, because Mrs. McDon- 
ald had not been included among tho.se 
Mayor Curley was supposed to have con- 
sidered lor elcctloii coiiimis.sioner. 

If connrmed by the civil service com- 
niisi^ion Mrs, Galvin will be the fifth 

registrar since 1849. Artemus Simmons 
was the first and he was succeeded by 
Nicholas A. Appolonio who was in turn 
succeeded in 1891 by William H. Whit- 
more, who died in 1900 and whose suc- 
ce.s.sor was McOlciien. 

Mrs. Galvin is a good cook and rMijciy;, 
housework, but believes that p(ilili<s 
gives women, parlicularly mothcis 'il 
families, a broader outliMik on lilc. 

At her home, 7 Strathcona road. 
Dorchester, last night. :he was rather 
reticent about discussing her now posi- 
tion at such an early time. 

"After leading such a prosaic life' 
she said, "it is rather hard for me t;: 
realize that I have been plunged into 
active politics .so suddenly. I have al- 
ways been interested in politics, al- 
though I have never sought a public 
position. I would rather wait a while 
before I make any definite statenn nl.'^ 
al)out mv new work."

Contracts Made Under Emer- 
gency Clause, Is Claim 



All contracts given by the Boston 
Kchoolhoutc commission which resulted 
In a .$7,3.000 defiicit in one of its ac- 
counts were made under the "emergency 
clause" of the city charter, declared 
Maj, .Jaines W, H. Myrick. former mem- 
ber of the commLssioii, last night. This 
V as his reply to a statement that such a 
shortage had been found, 

Maj. Myrick, who went out of office 
when the schoolhouse commission was 
legislated out of existence by the voters 
at the November election, ,said that the 
schoolhouse commi,ssioners hurt "nothing 
to worry about." Francis E. Slattcry, 
former chairman of the commission, left 
Boston on a business trip yesterday 
morning. 
Maj. Myrick said: 

All contracts which might have 
caused the S73.000 deficit were 
Riven out under the "em-Tgency 
clause" of the city charter. When 
'something hapi^ened at a school, 
say a boiler was found to be defec- 
tive, or a number of windows were 
broken, we couldn't order the school 
closed. The repairs simply had to 
be made and that was all there was 
to it. 

Considering that there are 310 
sehoolhoiises, and about 200 port- 
able school buildings in the city, one 
would expect that emergencies of 
this nature would crop up from 
time to time. Often a man starts 
out to rejiair a job and finds it 
much worse than he, or we, ex- 
pected. Well, the only thing to do 
Is to repair il as best you can, or 
buy a new piece of ef|Uipment. 

The matter of having ii deficit Is 
nothing to worry about. We've 
always had them in eitv worlc 
and always wih. Why. last .vear the 
.ichoolhoiise commission returned 
.$110,000 to the school committee as 
iinrxpeiided. Nothing was said 
shout that in the newspapers, ex- 
cept that Thr- Herald printer! U, 
llowing the legislative hearing 
spring.

Greater Boston Project Is 
Rapperl at Club Meeting 

Murphy of Somerville Thinks Board 
of Municipal Heads Better 



Of th« 40 or 50 members from nil 
over (he Commonwealth who yesterday 
attended the niitui.U meeting and luneh- 
con of the Mayors' Club of Massachu- 
sets al the Parker Hoiisa, only three 
of four of the chief cxeeutlves of the 
neighboring cities had anytliing to say 
relatives to the Greater Boston bor- 
ough system, advocated by Mayor 
Curley. 

Mayor Cuvloy was not among the 
gufc«t.s and his absence probably ap- 
peared to have something to do with 
the lack of expression of opinion on the 
greater city project. 

Mayor John J. Whalen of Clielsea. 
in referring to the metropolis Idea, said 
he preferred to withhold his vl 'WS 
until such time as he heard a public ex- 
pression from Mr Curley himself, or 
until he at least knew something defl- 
I'lte about the proposal. Mayor Wlialen 
said that pei'hap.i Mayor Curley has 
sometiilng In the back of his head, but 
until he knew from an authoritative 
source Just what the plan was, des'red 
to reserv \ his opinion. 

Mayor Patrick J. Duane of Wallham 
.said that he was prepared to have his 
city become a part, of the Boston plan 
for agrealercity. His opening made the 
Mayors about him alt »\i and take no- 
tice, hut they soon found that the . al- 
tham chief executive was speaking In a 
fnceliouH mood, for ho adiled that If 
Waltham Is annexed to Boston, Wal- 
lham will govern Boston. His remarks 
were greeted with loud Hpi)lauhe, and 
he got even louder reapoase when he 
said that perhaps Mayor Whnlcn is 
riu'ht Mayor Cuiicy may have some- 
thing In t,he ^ack of his head, but from 
what he knew of Curley, It was u.'.iual- 
ly on the tip of Ills tongue. 



the belief that there Is something tan- 
gible to the Idea of the Boston May- 
or, If the plan is curried out In the 
right way. Mayor Murphy switched 
lii.s remarks to the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission, which, he said, was 
yearly spending millioii.4 of dollars 
without tJio approval or sanction of 
any of the cities or towns within the 
district. The commission obtains en- 
abling Licgi.slation and then goes 
;i!iead rrsponsllde to no one. 

Mayor Murphy said he thought that 
the Greater Boston idea could be 
brought about by the orgaiiiziition of 
a commission or bureau compo.sed of 
the Mayors and '•hairnicn of the Se- 
lectmen ol the neighboring citie.-s and 
towns. The proposed board, he said, 
would control mid *-upervisi! all ap- 
propriations expendi>d by the Metro- 
politan District Commission for Im- 
provements. 

Favors Separate Citien 

' Mayor Murphy said that from v;\:\X 
he could see Boston was not being 
governed entirely from within, for in 
his opinion Boston was being throt- 
tled by the State, which controU tl'e 
Hub's taxes, he said. Mr Murphy 
thought the benefits of a greater city 
could be obtained by his bur^su or 
commission idea, with the cities co- 
operating and still retaining their 
identity. But for a gre.itcr Boston on 
the borough plan, Someivlllo didn't 
wani it, Mayor Murphy concluded. 

Mayor Ciiarles S. Ashley of Xew 
.Bedford was ek^cted president of the 
Mayors' Club, Mayor George J. Bates 
of Salem, vice president, and Mayor 
.\ndrew Cassassa of Revere, secre- 
tary.

TAK IFAI 
SArS KELLt 

Abatement in Boston Forbid- 
den by Law. tho Chief 
Assessor Explains 

"A rank injustirp l? hrinR rionp 
to owners who wifh to sell, trade 
or exchange their autos within a 
current year under the existing 
motor excise tax," declared Edward 
T. Kelly, chairman of the board of 
assessors at City Hall, today. 

More than 500 applications are 
on file at the motor excise tax 
division of the city assessing de- 
partment seeking abatement of the 
double tax imposed by law upon 
persons who have sold cars or 
otherwise disposed of them during 
the last year. 

"Boston " said Chairman Kelly, 
"has no legal right or authority 
to make such a refund. The only 
avenue of escape so far as Boston 
in concerned is to petition the [..pr- 
islatiire for relief. It is eminently 
unfair to tax citizens two ful' ycais 
taxation on cars that have been 
sold, and this has occurred in many 
cases. 

BOSTON OBEYS LAW 

"In the opinion of the corpora- 
tion counsel handed down nearly a 
year ago. it was pointed out that 
Boston must obey the law as it 
was passed by the Legislature and 
that is just what we have been 
doing regardless of the fact that 
other cities and towns have been 
abating the motor excise tax. 

"In accordance with the ruling 
of the law department of the city, 
no abateitient can be permitted by 
Boston in any case where an auto- 
mobile has been sold, traded or ex- 
changed during the taxable year 
1929. 

"The above ruling is based on 
the express wording of the statute 
which created an excise on iej;i.3 
tered motor vehicles." 

"Under the present method cf 
administering the motor excise (nw 
in Boston," continued Kelly, "a tax- 
payer who had registered an auto- 
mobile on .January 1, 1929, and on 
March 1, 1929, traded this car for 
another Is liable for the excise on 
each auto registered by him. 
TVPIC.4I. CASE 

"For example; A roRislerod an 
auto on January I. 1929; on March 
1 1929. A traded his car to a deil- 
er fo- another car which he r-f;- 
istered on that date. In due time 
riot earlier than 60 days after l-ite 
of registration, A was hillril f..r 
moto excise on each car and i.s 
liabl on each, und^r the ruling 
get fottli as above.

WTOEN CHARLES STREET 

The act passed by the legislature last year 
enabling the Metropolitan District Commission 
to utilize Mrs. James J. Storrow's gift of 
$1,000,000 towards the Improvement of the 
Charles River Basin, also authorized the city 
of Boston to construct vehicular circles at the 
junctions of Charles and Cambridge streets and 
of Charles and Leverett streets and to widen 
the intervening part of Charles street. Since 
the opening of tlie Northern Artery and the 
development of the North Station district, 
Charles street has become one of the most 
'ea\ily-travelled thoroughfares in the city, with 
;he Intersection of Charle.'s and Cambridge 
treets, Longfellow bridge and Embankment 
;ad rivalling, if not surpassing, the notorious 
: overnor's square as a nest of traffic conges - 
Ion. 

Charles street, as it passes the Charlesbank 
layground opposite the Massachusetts General 
hospital, is only 60 feet wide, as compared 
its width of 65 feet between Cambridge 
md Beacon streets and the 92-foot width of 
;he new extension of Nashua street flowing 
.nto Charles street at the dam. The District 
Commission's plans for the development of the 
Basin provide for a fill which will substantially 
increase the width of the reservation on the 
Boston side of the river. This will enable the 
city to take a strip of land from the street side 
of the Charlesbank playground which will be 
more than compensated for by the added park 
land on the river. No taking of private land 
wUl be necessary to double the present width 
of this part of Charles street. 

That this comparatively inexpensive street 
widening should be undertaken at once, in con- 
junction with the District Commission's work, 
should be ob\'ious. The proposed traffic circles 
at Cambridge and Leverett streeLs present 
some rather intricate engineering problems, 
and are not so simple as the street widening, 
but they arc equally desirable. The important 
point i.s that the District Commission and the 
city should co-operate closely so that there will 
be no duplication of effort and no unnecessary 
delays and cxpcn.ses. It Is to be hoped that 
Mayor Curley's conference on the project to-

Scepticism or uncquivocablc opposi- 
tion cliainctcrizcd tlio .statements yest- 
erday of a group of mayors of cities 
and selectmen of towns in tlie Metro- 
politan area whose views were asked 
on M.ayor Curley'.s tentatively outlined 
plan for a Metropolitan Boston, mod- 
elled passibly after the county council, 
or borough system, by which the city 
of London functions and Ls governed. 
SOME V'ITHOl,D .Il'DO.MENT 
However, the general tone of .stern 
resistance to the plan was tempered 
, somewhat by a disposition on the part 
of a few municipal executives to with- 
i hold judgment on the project until 
I tlM»y have had opportunity to give il 
the serious study it daserves even in 
its, present nebulous form. Several 
mayors and chairmen of selectmen 
said they would prefer not to commit 
themselves unjil they have given full 
consideration to the plan or until 
something more tangible is proposed, 
while in at least two towns the project 
as advanced in a general way by Mayor 
Curley will be formally di.scu.s.sed at the 
next meeting of the selectmen. 

Weymouth, Lynn, Nahant and Revere 
were among the communities recorded 
by tlich' governing heads a.s defmitely 
oiiposed to the idia. of a metropolitan 
Boston of which they would be integral 
I members. 

H. Franklin Perry, ch.-iirman of the 
selectmen of Wcynvjutli, said: 

While I have not Kiuriind Mayor 
Curley 's propo.scd lilan closely, I 
personally am opposed to any 
change in the ))resent form of gov- 
ernment in Weynioulh, and I think 
I express the sentiments of th.e . 
residents of our town. They, I am 
certain, are oppcscd to any such 
change. There has been a propo- 
sition made by .some that Wey- 
mouth should take on a city forMi 
of government. Our iiopulatioii at 
the present time is 22.000, but the 
people expressed vigorous oppo.'-i- 
tion to that cliange. They still 
held to the opinion that tlu^ pres- 
ent town form of government brings 
tlie iieople near togethrr. I thnik 
that the people of Weymouth are 
capable and want (o manage tlieir 
own .'inairs. I do not, think that 
the town would gain anything bv 
entering a metropolitan form of 
government. I .see no reason for 
any change. We have good .schools, 
churches, roads and everything I hat 
tends to make \ip an ideal town. 
Then why sliould we make any 
change? t'l-iends of the met ropoli'- 
tan di.slrirt. say that, no (own will 
lase its individuality. It w.i.s first 
stat»d that. Mayor Curley's desire 
was for these towns and cities, in- 
rluriing tiie teniloiy proposed by 

him t.o be atinevoH \r, Rnctnn Ar- 



cording to latest information, it Ls 
said that it was only to take up the 
water, sewerage, highways and 
parks, and al-o the police ;;nd lire 
departments, and that the com- 
munities would not lose their indi- 
viduality. I cannot see the matter 
I in that way. 

William A. Connell, member cf Ui- 
Weymouth board of selectmen, deniec 
i published reports that he was in favor 
of Mayor Curley's plan fer a metro- 
politan Boston. He .said ; 

I have not studied the plan for a 
melroi>olitan Boston, and dn not 
j know enougli about it to comuicnt 
I one way or the other. But what 1 
I did say was that in my oinnion the 
people of Weymouth are giving .seri- 
ous thought to the proposal to link 
their town with the metropolitan 
sewerage system, provided it does 
not cost too much. 
Mayor J. Pi'ed Manning of Lynn said 

Lynn, as a .suburb of Boston, a.s 
desired by numerous Boston politi- 
cians, has no appeal to me, nor 
do I believe that any I^ypn cifizrn 
would give the plan as piu forwerd 
in Boston for a greater me*' ■" lis 
serious favorable consideration. 
Boston is a large city, not bccau.se 
of any activities by the Boston 
politicians, but because il happens 
to have been chascn as the capital 
of the state. Any advantage that 
would accrue bv aniuxing Lynn 
would be entirely on the side of 
Boston, We weve given a fine ex- 
ample of Lynn comuie out ol the 
short end of the horn when Lynn 
was made a part of the Boston pos- 
tal dislriel. It is to be lemeni- 
bered that this was cmmentlj un- 
satisfactory, and did not last long. 
Lynn is older, and therefore wiser 
than Boston. The so-called London 
plan would not, in my opinion, set 
very well with Lynn citizens. 
Mayor Andred A. Ca.sa.ssa of I?even 
.said he was ur.compromisingly oiiposct 
lo any ])lan tor merging rteverc wltl 
Boston. The only possible advantapr o 
a leal Meiro|)olilan Boston he .said 
would be the added eminence given t' 
the city in the roster of thi large citle, 
lot the country, but the advant.aees o 
j thts ))osition would oe outweighed b; 
(ilher (■onsiderations. so far a.-; Revere i 
(oneerncd. He added: 

As to another advantage claimed 
for it. that of unified handling of 
the water and sewerage systems, 
this is being adeciuately taken care 
of now by the Metropolitan District 
Coirmuision. I am convinced that 
such other imporl.int functions as 
flrc and police protection are being 
efficiently handled by the individual 
communities now. As to sewers and 
water, it must also be realized that 
their operation under the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission permits of 
savings in interest charges on loans 
for improvements wliieli a Melro- 
polilan Boston, lacking the biiekiiig 
of the slate which the melropolitan 
nommtssion has, could not possibly 
take advantage. 

The history of other large cities 
reveals the lne\iiable appearance 
of stionply-entrenehed graft and 
corruption, while the sniiilli", ,..,|i; 
mnnities, being ninii i ompaet and 
ivi-nniung closer contact between 



the inhabitants and the governing 
authorities, are more elTieicntly and 
houe.'tly governed. I believe, how- 
ever, in a federation of cities and 
towns along co-opera live lines such 
as these represented in the North 
Suburban League of Municipalities, 
which is composed of cities and 
towns along the North Shore. Such 
a federation, working purely as a 
co-operative body can accomplish 
much in the way of unity ot ac- 
tion in legLslalive mailers and in 
the construction ol through high- 
ways and in working out solutions 
to other iwoblcms common to it£ 
cominunily members. 
Chairman Charles A. Phillips of the 
Na.hant board of selectmen said: 

The phui does not appear to me 
to be feasible because Nahant for 
more than m years has been going 
along belter than any other town in 
the eonimonwealth. .\i one time il 
had the lowest tax rate in the state, 
when more peojile were all year 
nround residents, and when econ- 
omy was the watchv.'crd at all town 
meetings. While its lax rate at 
liresent is low in comparison with 
olhcr places, it shoiv.s more municl- 
lial improvements than any other 
town or city, basing cxn.'udilure on 
pro rata population. We have Mel- 
roiiolitan water service and Melro- 
jiolilan police i)role;lion, couiiled 
with our own very eflceient depart- 
ment. Nahant also has the honor 
of having the largest number of 
inhabitants for the smallest ground 
coverage of any settlement in 
Massaehn.setts.

l^^x(3aiisioii Voted 

A few hours after Mayor i:urlcy and 
the trustees of the City Hospital had 
agreed on a $3,185,000 building program, 
Ihe City Council voted $l,r)(iO,OOo to start 
the work. 

Under the law two weeks must pass 
before the council can give a second and 
tinal vote of approval to tbe loan orders, 
and three more weeks will be necessary 
to advertise the work to obtain bids from 
eoutr.utors. In his confereuce the mayor 
lecjuested the hospital trustees and the 
architects to have the plans c<impleted 
in sixty days so that the new buildings 
can 1m started, putting thousands In the 
liuildiug trades to woik. 

The ri-mainder of the program, costing 
$l,Bli.'"i,Onn, will l)e tinder way next y.ar 
I'or the mayor asked the trustees' and 
architects to have their plans ready to,, 
these htiildings by l)ecpmb.-r, so that he 
may complete the Kroup i>r biii|,liri»,, 
which h,' started in IHIi;. t1ie riitlr.' ,.x. 
liansiou program costing $7,500,000 for 
tile fourteen years. 

This will provide S45n.nnn for the com- 
i.len.m of t|,.. tubei-eulosis h.ispUhl at' 
Mattapnn; $.1L'0.000 for a new administra 
tion building In place of the old one at tho ' 
City Hospital: 5325.000 for a children's pa 
Villon. $I,r,.onn for n laundrv building 
$SO.0OO lor the reconditioning and recon' 
striicllon of the admlnbM ration buildlno- 
and nurses' home at Ihe. south dep-irt 
ment for contagious wards, and %Z'~- 000 
additional for ftirnishing the new mertloni 
pavilion. '

CURLEY SEEKS LAND 
FOR BASIN PROJECTS 

To Ask State to Approve His Plans 

For Improvements— Lomasney 

Voices Views at Meeting

Plans for the' improvement of the 
Charles River Basin and widcniiiK of 
Charles st, the subjects of a confer- 
ence yesterday at the oflice of Mayor 
Curley. were held in ab^nce for the 
, resent to enahle Mayor C\irley to 

I .ifer with Gov Allen and tiie State 
Department of Public Works regarding 
certain lands exchanged by the Boston 
&. Maine Riiilroad for lands of the 
Commonwealth. 

Martin M. Lomasney addressed the 
meeting in the Mnyor'.s oHlcc, called 
attention to the land necessary for the 
improvement and suggested that the 
city pay $1 for the land. Gen Richard 
Hule of the State Department of Pub- 
11 • Works said that the land is now 
owned by the port of Boston. 

Money to Go to Port 

He pointed out that, whatever price 
was paid, it would not bo unfair, as 
the money would not go to the .State, 
but to the port funds. Mayor Curley 
said tiiat he thought Mr Lomasney's 
lig\ue of $1 was a fair price. _ 

"We have a community of Interest. ' 
said Mayor Curley, "and the State 
has an opportunity to serve the city." 
He then announced that he would ar- 
lange a conference with the Governor 
Mild the Public Works Department. 

Mayor Curley referreil to the lnve.it- 
ment" of the Boston & Maine in the 
district and said that the investment 
must be forfeited in order to be suc- 
cessful. He said it was not necessary 
to point out depreciations In value in 
the district and spoke of Atlantic av, 
and the South End--whlch was begin- 
nlnif to "come back"-and the "come- 
back" staged by Beacon Hill. He re- 
ferred also to the »t,000,000 contribu- 
tion of Mrs James J. Storrow to Im- 
prove the Basin.

Chairman William P. l^ng of the 
Park CommlMlon exhibited a plan of 
t.roiwsed Imorovements. which Includ- 



ed a swimming pool 100 by 400 feet 

to which salt water would be pumped 

and space for two baseball diamonds 

and a running tr<i<;k.

Lomasney Seeky. Returnn 

Mr Lomasney aro.ie and diulaii 
that property h'ld been assessed Sfl:!">.- 
000 for the big highway and he thought 
that the poor people of that district 
should have a park and swimming 
accommodations. It was up to the 
city, he said, to acquire the land Irans- 
fened by the Bo.ston .'ind ilaine Rail- 
road and the State should turn it over 
for $1. 

"We have been assessed.'' declared 
Mr Loniasney, "and wo ought to get 
something tor our money. We have 
contributed $635,000. I have no objec- 
tion to a. music center at Charles st;

WE all know that the story of the growth of the 
cities which top us is, in large part, a story of 
aiuiexation. Men and women of middle age can 
remember when tliere was a City of Brooklyn and 
when the Borough of Queens was a large but un- 
organized group of neighborhoods or villages. 

If Little Old New York had remained little old 
New York— that is to say. the Island of Manhat- 
tan — the population story it would tell today would 
be one of retrogression.

THIiRE is nothing really new in these figures, 
nothing exactly novel in the latest proposal that 
the time has come when the cities and towns of the 
Metropolitan District should find a way in which 
they may come together without the surrender of 
any right by even the smallest of them. 

The only novelty in the proposition, advanced 
most recently by Mayor Curley, is that it does NOT 
contempl::tc annexation. 

There are 14 cities in the group — all within 15 
miles of School Street, mind — and there is NO hint 
that any one of them will be asked to surrender its 
mayor, its board of aldermen, or any other im- 
portant feature of local government. 

It is suggested thai one fire department 
and one police der.ar'.rr.rnt. with perhaps a sin- 
gle health dcpannic;iL, might serve the Greater 
City nioie efficiently aiid more economically 
than is possible under existing conditions; but 
these aie lUrittcrs which rcnuin to he threshed 
out. 

The IMPORTANT thing is that leading citi- 
zens of the Metropolitan District have begun a dis- 
cussion of the real Boston with open minds and ■ 

on the sidelines — an utter absence of the captious 
and critical comment which has greeted the mere 
suggestion of such a development in the past. 

ONE thing which gives hope to the leaders of 
commerce and industry in this neighborhood 
is that the movement has been completely divorced 
from partisan politics. It is neither Democcatic nor 
Republican.

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DIGGING TUNNELS 

citizens who are annoyed by the delay In 
r'.arting work on the East Boston tunnel would 
cio well to recall the hLstory ol the construction 
of the Holland vehicular tubes between Man- 
hattan and Jersey City. A brief resume i;; con- 
tained in the new Encyclopedia Bntannlca, 
with sketches and diasranis of the tunnel. 
Away back in 1006, the states of New York and 
New Jersey created a joint commission to con- 
sider means of vehicular intercommunication 
either over or under the Hudson river. After 
.several years of study, tlie cnninnr-.&ion recom- 
mended the construction "l a tunnel, and in 
1919 the enclneers completed the plans which 
were adopted. Work began Oct. 12, 1920, and 
the tunnel wn.s opened to public n^p on Nov Yi, 
1*^7- It consists of twin tubes, 9250 feet long, 
«ach tuba providing two lanes ot traffic la on* 
direction. The total r.(x-;t wa,i »48,400,Ono. 

Tliii,"! there was an Interim or twenty-one 
yeRm between the time when oiflrlal study of 
the problem began and the day when traffic 
flowed throuRh, Tlie tunnel has more than 
come up to expectations, on one day accom- 
modating ,^2,0(» vehicle,^ when itfl anticipated 
<:apacity was 4.S,000. Tlie ^■ent!lation system 
lia.s proved most satlpfactory. While the Hol- 
land tunnel Is not cited a,"; a .lustlflcation for 
unnrce.s.'iary delay In the Ea>«;t Boston pro,)ect, 
it \?. mention'^d n'^ nn iHustration of the fact 
tliat enterprises of this mastnitude cannot be 
decided on overnight. 

MAKING A METROPOIJS 

The original area of Boston is stated to jiave 
been 783 acies. Only in two ways could the ciiv 
grow: by reclaiming: land from the sea, as we 
ha\e done on a large scale, and by annexinc; 
nei;:hl)orinc; tcrrilorle.s, which has been done to 
an e.-;tent greater than most of our people appre- 
ciate. Nobody is advocating annexations today 
in connection with the discu.s.sion of ways and 
means to obtain a larger population count, and 
to unify fo:ty communities in such a manner 
as .shall realize the benefits of the Greater 
Boston idea while preserving that delicate play 
of local interest,s generally called "home rule." 

We annexed Dorchester Neck or South 
Boston in r,i04 and Wa.shingt«n Village 
in IS.!."), We nnnc.-vf-d Roxbury in 1868, Dor- 
che.'iler i;i 1870, Charlestown, West Roxbury and 
Bricht.on in 1874, Hvrle Bark in 1911. Plans 
for the annexation of Brookline failed in 1873, 
of Charlestown tn 1834 and again in i8,=i4, and 
of Roxbury in 18.i9. ChcLsca w,a,s set off from 
Boston in 1738 and the attempt to refrain it 
in IS.W was a failure. 

The old town of Iiorclie<;ter, proud of Its 
hi.story, was most reluctant to part with that 
part of its territory known a,'-. Dorchester Ni^ek. 
Yet only a few families at the time resided in 
that part of the town and its total valuation 
is reported to liasp been $139. 200, A real e.^tntr 
speculation I'nft a rrrmd deal to do with the 
original demand for ainiexailon; owmers of 
lands acquired on the Neck looked for large 
increases in values if the Neck became a part 
of the larger fowm, Tlie necessary paper was 
signed on March 4, 1804, and on the same day 
anotliri' .^''t wa,-- r.icrned for the construction of 
a bridge to the Neck, Up to that time com- 
munication had been by row boat. Develop- 
ment must have been slow In the early years, 
however, for the census of 1810 revealed only 
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354 inhabitants in what was coming to be 
known as South Boston. 

What was denounced by -some in Norfolk 
County as the "Suffolkation" of Roxbury took 
place in January, 1868. There had been many 
vears of agitation over the annexation ques- 
tion. There were committee reports on the 
Hill. Roxbury \oted strongly against the Idea. 
In 1865, a legislative committee was unani- 
mously for annexation, but the measure lost 
out in the Senate. Then, in ISfifi. the Bo-ston 
City Council pa-ssed an order that whenevei 
the municipal authorities of a city or town 
adjacent to Boston should ave notice of 2 
desire for annexation, the Mayor .should ap- 
poir.l thr^e comnii=s<:ion(-r', in report on the 
matter. Tn the same vrar the Roxbury 
Council adopted a pimilar orriT. Both bodie! 
reported unanimously for uninn .\'orfol!< 
County bitterly opposed being "robbed.' Therf 
was a long battle. When the question ^^aj 
■; ibmitted to the people. e\ery ward of both 
r or-ton and Roxbury voted for the plan and ta 
all t^ut one of them it carried two to one. 

The Dorchester agitation follo\xrd. The old 
lo-xn vigorou.sly opposed the scheme at first 
liii; iiie people agreed to it in June. 1869. bv 
a vote oi 928 to 726. and Boston were [or il "^ix 
to one. The annexation of Charlestown wa,^ 
accomplished only after a score of years of 
aellve discussion, into v.-hich there was merged 
gradually the question of the enlargement of 
the central city by acquiring several other 
coinmunities besides. The question was sub- 
mitted by the General Court to the electorates 
of Brighton, Brookline. West Roxbur>-, Charles- 
town and Boston, On October 7, 1873, all the 
parties accepted the plans with the exception 
of Brookline, whicii went overwhelmingly 
agaimt it— 299 to 'm 

The case ol Hyde Park is fre.=h in the public 
nicinor> .^t a special town meeting m Feb- 
ruary. 1911. XY.c- anncv;i:!on proposal earned by 
a majority .-f 233. with 1736 voting in a total 
of 2SnS eligible. In May Governor Foss signed 
the annexation bill. It added IS. ,507 to the 
population of Boston, making the total 686,092, 
The Boston tax rate at the time wa^ $16.40. 
that of H)de Park was $19. Hyde Park looked 
tor better schools, better ixilice and tire-fighting 
forces, larger library and postal facilities, as 
well as for lower water, liphtm? and ta.x rates 
and an improved park system. 

In that time t!ie same arguments were 
familiar that ^c hear now about the advan- 
tages of mctropolilar. unity. It then wa.s said; 
"The enormous wealth and very large popula- 
tion of the cities that outrank Boston in this 
country is largely attributable to the annexa- 
tion of suburban municipalities." That l.s quite 
true, but it must be borne in mind that what 
now is sought is some form of co-ordination 
that shall give ^l,^ the advantages of unity and 
not deprne us of t!ie ad\ ant ages of local 
lutonomv.

adopts a ,suggestion formally submitted 
by Mayor Curley yesterday. 

The mayor believes that the "leak" is 
of sufficient importance to justify Ihe

.spectors. 

"But who will watch the fin com In- 
spectors?" wa.s the significant nuestinn 
asked by an investigator for the com- 
mission, after Ihe mayor'.^ idea had 
Ix'cn made public. 

lVI.\YOR "ON" TO SCIIKME 
In recent years the commi.ssion has 
undertaken to check the gamp, but with- 
out any satisfying succes.s. It Is prob- 
able that Ihe comniission will co-oper- 
ate with Mayor Curley, who is striking 
decisively at every form of municipal 
graft. Both the mayor and Chairman 
Oooriwin know how the .snow remnv.-il 
.'chcme is worked. 

Contractors aie paid on the basis nf 
Ihe cubic yardage of .snow which Is 
actually dumped into Ihe harbor or re- 
moved from the streets to specin.^d 
dumping places remoU- from the water- 
front. 



Payment l.s cheeked by tickets ann 
inspectors are assigned to give one ticket 
for every tnickload which is dumped. 
By collusion among co"i'a<tors. drivers 
and ii'sppclors. a .system of operation 
developed which makes pos.sible the 
issuance of Irom two to five tickel.s for 
each truckload, By selecting a narrow 
blixk in proximity to the dumping 
place, it is easy lor the truck ojieralor 
to make severai circuits about this block 
and to stop at the dumping place on 
each circuit long enough to collect a 
ticket. 

PltlCE CAI.I.F.n RinU'UI.OlJS 

Mayor Ciirley's attention was attracted 
when he discovered that existing 
>-now removal contracts .specify that 
cnntrnctor.s shall he paid at the rate of 
;).') cents per cubic yard, a price which 
contractors have informed him is ridi- 
culous because it i,<» materially lower 
Ihan the actual cost of shnveling »wi\v 
into trucks and carting it to the water- 
front. The differentials in contracts, 
approved by Kx-Mayor Nichols at the 
Miggestinn of the dejiartment of public 
works, were attributed to the varying 
rilstances that contractors are required 
to haul the ,snow. 

The mayor believes in paying cnn- 
Iractors sufficient to allow them to 
make a fair prolit and to give the 
I city hone.sl service. He is practically 
essured of the active aid of the com- 
mis>i|on. 

TO VVAT( H INSIMX TOItS 

In connection with the snow matter. 
I lie mayor cited the iirlces whifh the 
city pavs for crushed stone as afford- 
ing opportunity for Ihe employment of 
inspectors to watch the regular in- 
spectors. He maintains that .some 
lirices are below the actual cost of 
crushing. 

The commission is not particularly 
bothered by the alleged crushed stone

Told No Closing Planned, 
Mayor Calls for Expansion 

Declares Work Can Be Shifter! Here 
Oespiie Department System 



Mayor James M, Ciuiey yesterday 
wired CongrreHsmttn John J, Douglass 
to enlist the aid of the two Massachu- 
setts Senators In an effort to get the 
Navy Department to send cnonj;h work 
to the Charlestown Navy Yard to war- 
rant an 100 percent IncreaBo in em- 
ployes. 

The telegram followed receipt of a 
letter bj the Mayor from Ernest Lee 
Jahnckf.

Mayor Curley declared :'sterdny 
that the distribution of work was not 
reasonable at the outset and that the 
number of men employed in other 
yards the size of the Bost<";n yard Is 
;;00 percent greater. Without impair- 
ing ellicieney or the program in other 
yards, Mayor Curley said, sullicient 
\".ork could be diverted to permit the 
100 percent Increase In the working 
force liere. 

His telegram to Congressman Doug- 
lass said: 

"1 am forwarding by mall copy of 
communication received from Ernest 
Lee Jahncke, A^^flslalll, .Secreijiry of 
tl.e Navy. In my opinion the vital 
point has been overlooked in this com- 
munication, namely that at tlie outset 
n reasonable distribution and propor- 
tion was not established. It would ap- 
pear In view of the fact that the nu n- 
her of men employed In otlier yanls 
equal in importance to the Boston 
Navy Yard is 200 percent greater tlian 
at the Boston Navy Yard, that notwitli- 
standlng the statement, 'It Is Imprac- 
ticable to divert thf> work from one 
yard to another wltliout upsetting con- 
ditions at practically all yards,' tlihl 
this decision .should be overruled and 
that a distribution that would more 
nearly represent equity bo established 

"It lihould be possible wltliout im- 
pairing either efficiency or program in 
other yards to divert sufllclent work to 
the Boston Nrivy Yard to permit of an 
increase of 100 percent in the number 
of men there employed. I ulnccrely 
trust that you will enlist the snpp<u-t 
of the two members of the Senate from 
Massachusetts in securing what ap- 
pear.s to be a measure of Justice for 
the Boston Navy Yard. 

"While I realize that unemployment

Individual owners In Boston are to 
blamo for many large fire losses be- 
cause of their "laxity In the caro ol 
their property and a total disregard 
ot the first prlrioipleg of lire protec- 
tion," declareti Kenneth F. AkerB. fire 
protection engineer with Fay, Spofforrt 
& Thorndike, an offlciiil of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection As-iociatlon. 
speaking I.-ist night before the Boston 
So<'iety of Civil Engineers, in Chlpraan 
Hail, Tremont Temple. 

Mr Akers, polntlsjg o'.it 'h"t the 
number of •'eniail-losK" flres here hiis 
increased in the past two years, gave 
Eugene C. Hultman much credit for 
increasing "the nioralo and methods 
of the department " 

He declared that the recent report 
of the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation on the prolilum of fire waste 
and insurance rat^s in this city was 
one of interest. Bo.^ton has polntfd 
llie way to other cities and has proved 
that there are many factors which 
combine to cause heavy fire losses 
and that they can he determined only 
by u. coniprohensive analysis of th>; 
fails, he said. 

"It IS a wrong conception that there 
is ;iny one reason for the city's heavy 
Bro loss," he asserted, "for It is a i-om- 
blnation ot many contributing fac- 
tors." Poor building consiruction and 
the limitation oi' the ijersonnel of the 
Fire Department have been hhown to 
be two of the outstanding points in 
this connection, he pointed out. 



Prof Miller McCllntock, director of 
the Albert Kussell Krskine Bureau at 
H.irvard University, praiaed Mr Hult- 
man for his cond\ict as commisioner 
and declared the Ore survey report 
of Boston one ot the most Important 
documents ever Issued in an attempt to 
prevent Hro losses.

The total cost ot 
tiie remo\al of the snows of the storm.'J of 
February, 1926, .shows "a great increa.se over 
any previous contract records." The Commis- 
sion sa.vs flatly that "the expen.se was greatly 
added to by the inefficiency and dishonesty of 
the iiispeclion force." Examination in detail of 
the checks of the inspectors and other records 
indicated, according fo the reports of .some in- 
spectors, that "contractors without adequate 
equipment and of known ineffieiency appear to 
have been two or three times as pfflcient a.s 
contractors of known efTiciency and adequate 
equipment. ' 

The Commission also diseo\eied that In 
some instances the amount ot snow rejiorted lo 
have been removed per man tras "far beyond 
the limits of human possibility." Fverybndy 
made money In .spite of all the variations thus 
indicated. "The work of snow removal was 
profitable fnr both honest and dishonest con- 
tractors." Of the total force nf 18 contractors, 
five were paid at a rale below 35 cents, six be- 
tween 35 and 40 cents, and seven above 40 
eenis; nf the se\('n. three received 50 cents or 
more, riie clear implication of the Commission 
was that the inspectors did not inspect; that 
they simply distributed tickets greatly in ex- 
cess of the number of loads actually dumped; 
in short, that there was eollii.sinn among some 
inspectors, drivers and tlm rnnltaitofs.

His belief that street paving In Bos- 
ton should withstand the wear of eon- 
,stant tratTic for years promises to lead 
,iim to insist lliat all permanent paving 
which he will authorise dunne liis ad- 
ministration shall be worty of the char- 
aclerizalioii of "permanent."

New- York, iias 
often been cited by Mayor Curley as a

UunuB his administration in 1916 he 
forced a change in specifieatiohs of pav-

INDUSTRIAL BOSTON 

The important tiling at, the cnnferpw" yrs- 
terday in the ofTice of Mayor Ciniey was the 
agreement that something aperr.ssive anrt irfi- 
nite must be done in belialf of the penera in- 
duKtrial and eommerrial development of Greatei 
Boslon. No vote was taken. No money wa,": 
pledged. No plans were adopted. B\it tlie .«iixiy 
men pre.-jpnt distinctly as.sm-ed the Mayor thst 
they would hack him in his efforts to obtain 
unity of action in behalf of the Boston that 
ouEht to be. Mr. Curley intimated his willinR- 
ne.ss to eliminate himself entirely from any en- 
terprise that might be undertaken, provided 
only that, it be a genuine forward movement 
In his remark.s he .stre.s-sed always economic 
conditions. He referred to his aspirations foi 
a Greater Boston, but insisted that not only wa,< 
some .sort of political entity wanted, but that 
an economic entity must be worked out. Hr 
wants no politics in any b\ueau that may bf 
established or in any committee that may be 
organized. 

This is fti^ i)roprr approach to the metro- 
politan pro.iecl. The industrial and general 
business inl crests of this commimity are really 
one, but we do not operate as one. We need to 
have brought home to the whole population of 
the metropolitan district, and to the cities that 
lie outside the boimds, tlie indisputable fact that 
the.se forty or more communities do in fact 
constitute a single economic entity. 

Toledo, Philadelphia and St. Louis have done 
what Boston ought lo be doing. It was .surpris- 
ing In many of tho.se present yesterday to learn 
that the city under the law can appropriate 
money for almost any purpose except to promote 
commerce and industry. The Mayor lias a bill 
pending on the Hill to correct llic situation. 

It was a liiisincss coiifrrcncr. The Greater 
Boston idea was mentioned from time lo time, 
b\it the one tangible proposal was tlial of tlic 
Mayor, elaborated by various speakers, for a 
non-political bureau to explain the real Boston 
and to promote its business welfare. A repre- 
sentative committee of medium size wa.s sug- 
gested, but the hard work would be done by a 
small nucleus as an execuli'.c body, cmployuig 
the hr'-r-l experts (o be had in and outside of 
Boston, the cost to be met in part by the city 
and in part by private s\ibscriptions. As one 
•speaker said, a .small group of devoted men 
must always do the hard work in such cases. It 
was one man who invested his life in obtaining 
the Greater New York of teiday. Said the Mayor: 
"We must get collective; we have been individual 
too long. Tf we obtain a Greater Boston it 
must be something more than a shell; It must 
have substance, and this i.s what industry and 
commerce must suunlv."

Department Stores 

Ours Made a Fine Showing Last Year, Will Do Better in 1930 



y^E take from a recent number of "Retailing," a trade news- 
paper, the table printed herewith showing how the de- 
partment stores of the United States prospered last year in 
comparison with their volume of sales in 1927. 



Two features of this report should be particularly en- 
couraging to New England. 

It will be observed, first, that the BOSTON Federal Reserve 
District was second in percentage of stores reporting increases. 
In this respect we were topped only by San Francisco. 

In a comparison of 1928 and 1927, again, the increase re- 
ported by the department stores of this region— 3.27 per cent- 
was excelled by only San Francisco and Dallas. 



The total number of stores reporting from the 12 Federal 
Reserve Districts was 246. Fifty-eight per cent of these re- 
ported sales increases. In the table which follows 100 per cent 
represents the volume of .sales for ths previous year;
